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Student Unions demand 
recognition, funding

Students across the province 
are demanding that student 
associations be properly 
recognized and financed by 
their universities. 

This demand was vocaiized 
at a conference heid by the 
Conseil des Universités Friday 
at the Université du Québec à 
Montréal. 

“It isn’t normal to leave the 
student assoclajlon’s decision 
to the university?' said Danielle 
Geauvreau, Université de 
Montréal student. 

“What measures will we have 
to use to be respected inside 
the university?" said one 
student, referring to the many 
strikes and occupations which 
have taken place at U de M 
lately. 

“We want recognition so we 
won’t have to feel obliged to 
use those measures," the 
student continued. 

The conference, held to 
examine current student 
problems, attracted about 100 
students and administrators 
from universities across the 
province. 

There were no vice-rectors 
from any universities except 
the rector of the Université 
Laval who left shortly before 
the question period at the end 
of the plenary session. 

Out of the six workshops 
offered, the one dealing with 
the role of the student 
association was by far the most 
attended by students. Four 
demands were made by student 
representatives at the 
workshop; a legal framework 
which would determine the 
student association’s ac> 
creditation, a charter of student 
rights, a smaller workload for 
student politicians, and judicial 
parity for student associations. 

While one student said the 
legal framework and the charter 
of rights should be established 
within each university, Charles 
Leveiller, a student from the 
Université de Montréal, said “It 
has to come from the exterior 



simply to remove the possibility 
of arbitrary decision within the 
university and to have 
possibility of recourse.” 

The legal framework would 
be established at a govern- 
mental level, said Jean 
Baillargeon of the Université 
Laval. 

“It would be a sort of union 
for students," he said. 

“Right now, deliquents have 
more rights than students," 
said one administrator. 

The charter of rights would 
be a simple one unlike the 
Labour Code. It would deal with 
the student association’s rights 
to be recognized and financed, 
and the rights of the 
association itself. 

“As for the rest, we’ll have to 
think about it. We’re not all at 
the same point,’’ said 
Baillargeon, referring to the 
different conditions 
surrounding the different 
student associations 
throughout Quebec. 
Associations at English 
universities and the smaller 
French units like the Hautes 
Etudes Commerciales and the 
Polytechnique have relatively 
few problems concerning 
recognition and financing. 

However, universities like the 
U de M and Laval must struggle 



for recognition. 

According to many students 
at the conference, one of the 
main problems affecting 
student associations Is the lack 
of continuity. To help alleviate 
this problem, Levelllé said that 
student politicians should be 
allowed to retain their full-time 
status, even if, in fact, they are 
only part-time students. 

“Students should be ac- 
corded a smaller workload as a 
citizen, if not as a student in a 
discipline," said Levelllée. 

Also, retaining full-time 
status would enable graduating 
students to stay on at the 
university to work on the 
student association for an 
extra semester or two, thereby 
providing a continuity. 

Recommendations also 
came out of the other 
workshops. Concerning access 
to university, conference 
members said CEGEPs should 
open up to high school 
students more than they 
currently do since that was the 
period students were most 
likely to quit their studies. 

Other recommendations 
included having student parity 
on curriculum committees and 
restructuring the university to 
accommodate part-time 
students.

Tomorrow the students of McGill will be 
asked to approve four changes to the Con- 
stitution of the Students' Society. This is part of 
an amending process which will rësult in the 
updating of the Constitution to more accurately 
reflect the reality of Society as It is today. 

The first and most substantial proposed 
change Is the creation of a voting seat on 
Students' Council for a representative of the 
students living In McGill residences. Such 
representation already exists at several other 
Canadian universities and is long overdue at 
McGill. 

Residence student form a well-defined 
community within the university community as a 
whole. They live a unique relationship with the 
university administration and have their own 
special needs and concerns. If Students' 

Council Is to effectively represent these 
students they must be able to apreciate these 
Issues. Yet this cannot be done unless some 
members of Council are familiar with the par- 
ticulars of residence life. This has been the case 
in the past, as some Councillors have lived In 
residence, yet there Is no guarantee that this 
will continue in the future. Creating a voting 
seat for a residence representative will provide 
this guarantee enabling Students' Council to do 
its Job more effectively. 

The creation of a residence seat was sup- 
ported overwhelmingly by Students' Council. 
However, the proposal has met some ob- 
jections. Some claim that this will result in 
“double representation." That Is, a student 
living In residence will have a voice on Council 
through the residence representative and 
through his/her faculty representative. It is true 
that the creation of such a seat will result In 
some instances of double representation. Yet 
the fact Is that double representation already 
exists on Students’ Council in the cases of club 
representatives and Senate representatives. We 
must not allow this objection to prevent us from 
making Students' Council a more democratic 
and representative body by giving residence 
students a voice. 

Others have objected on the grounds that the 
addition of another seat to Students' Council 
will make It too large. Yet who decides what is 
too large and what Is too small? Our Students' 

Council Is one of the smallest In Canada in 
terms of voting membership. Surely the addition 
of one more seat will not have disastrous 
results. 

The other three amendments are less sub- 
stantial yet nevertheless important. The first 
ensures that the Vice-President Finance will 
serve on the Joint Management Committee. It Is 
only logiclal to guarantee that the VP Finance 
serve on the committee that deals with all the 
financial matters of the Society. The next 
change ensures that the VP Internal will serve 
on the Nominating Committee. As the person 
most responsible for Students' Society ac- 
tivities the VP Internal should have Input into 
the selection of the students who lead them. 

The third change is simply clarification of the 
wording of the clause relating to the election of 
Student Senators and Governors. This will not 
alter existing practice, rather it will simply 
clarify the current policy that requires them to 
be elected during the Students' Society's 
campus-wide spring elections. 

We need a constitution which can serve as a 
fair and just foundation for the Students' 
Society. I must reflect the Society as It is and be 
flexible enough to allow for positive change In 
the future. Students' Council has passed the 
above amendments in order to improve and 
update our constitution. Yet we need your ap- 
proval for the changes to take effect. Therefore I 
urge you to consider these questions carefully 
and give us your support tomorrow. Vote for a 
sound, democratic constitution — vote "yes."

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A person, within a certain income level, may have a right to 
free legal services from provincial legal aid. The free legal 
services Include both judical and extra-judicial fees of a 
notary or lawyer, court costs, and bailiff, stenographer and 
expert costs; these costs are not paid by the person. 

Generally, the request for legal aid is made to the legal aid 
office nearest to the residence of the applicant. However, 
another office may accept the request provided the ap- 
plicant can establish a valid reason for not having applied to 
the office nearest him. 

A person qualifies for legal aid if is weekly salary is below 
certain established maximums and if the hiring of a lawyer 
would deprive him of his means of sustenance. One's ability 
to get legal aid also depends upon the amount of property 
one owns, its convertability into liquid assets, the amount of 
indebtedness and the nature of the legal services for which 
the request Is being made. Family allowances and student 
grants are excluded from the calculation of gross weekly 
Income and those who recieve social welfare benefits are 
automatically eligible for legal aid. 

In certain exceptional circumstances, however, a person 
whose gross income exceeds the maximums may still 
qualify for legal aid If the director of the legal aid office so 
decides. 

If the applicant qualifies for legal aid, the director of the 
office will issue a certificate to that effect. The applicant's 
case Is then forwarded to a legal aid lawyer or, if the person 
prefers, to a lawyer In private practice who accepts the case 
and is on the legal aid list of “participating lawyers." 

In cases of emergency, a temporary certificate may be 
issued although the final decision regarding eligibility has 
not been made. 

if one's application Is refused, one may ask to have the 
decision reviewed by a review committee. This must be done 
in writing and within 15 days and delivered to the president 
of the "Commission des services juridiques." 

In case of doubt as. to one's eligibility, one should check 
the legal aid office in one’s area.

Author knows RGMP doesnH horse around

Author Ian Adams knows 
that the ROMP does a lot more 
than just ride horses. His novel 
on the ROMP'S Security Ser- 
vices, S: Portrait of a Spy, has 
saddled him with a $2.2-million 
libel suit whose outcome could 
affect the livelihood of writers 
across the country. 

Adams is being sued by 
Leslie James Bennett, who 
resigned as head of counter- 
intelligence in 1972. Bennett 
contends that the "S" In 
Adams' novel, which alleges 
that the head of counter- 
intelligence was actually a KGB 
agent, is modelled after him, 
and as such is damaging to his 
reputation. 

This unique case is one 
marked by potentially far- 
reaching consequences. This 
past June, the Ontario Supreme 
Court ordered Adams to reveal 
the sources for his book — the 
first time a Canadian novelist 
has ever been ordered to do so 
— leaving him open to 
prosecution under the Official 
Secrets Act. Bennett, on the 
other hand, has successfully 
cited this very same secrets act 
in refusing to answer questions 



posed by Paul Copeland, 
Adams’ lawyer. 

Copeland did manage to 
temporarily sidetrack the Issue 
of sources this past July by 
altering the statement that laid 
the grounds for the defence. 
Nevertheless, Julian Porter, 
Bennett's lawyer. Is said to 
have harped on making Adams 
divulge his sources. 

The Implications of the case 
were stated succinctly by a 
coalition of Canadian writers 
and publishers who have set up 
a defence fund on behalf of 
Adams. In the September Issue 
of Canadlar) Forum, they wrote: 

"As writers and publishers, 
we are profoundly disturbed by 
the proposition that a writer be 
required to reveal his sources, 
inhibiting and effectively 
prohibiting writers in the future 
from drawing upon their 
knowledge and life experiences 
to create works which com- 
ment on the political, social 
and economic conditions of our 
society." 

The affair was sparked by an 
article written by Peter Wor- 
thington of The Toronto Sun. 
Upon the release of S: Portrait 
of a Spy In 1977, Worthington 
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wrote that the novel was pat- 
terned after Bennett. In fact, 
Bennett disclosed at pre-trial 
testimony that it was Wor- 
thington who had contacted 
him in Australia and suggested 
he take legal action against 
Adams and his publisher. Gage 
Educational Publishing of 
Toronto. Bennett also testified 
that Worthington had main- 
tained links with the RCMP. 

The novel has only recently 
been returned to the shelves of 
bookstores. For the past two 
years, copies of the novel were 
collecting dust in warehouses, 
following Gage’s decision to 
remove them from the market. 
This was despite original sales 
of over 12,000 copies in less 
than two months. 

"We have the most secretive 
kind of bureaucracy In the 
whole Western world to deal 
with In terms of the govern- 
ment,” Adams said in a recent 
interview. 

“For that reason," he con- 
tinued, “writers have had to 
develop anonymous sources to 
obtain information In the public 
interest." 

Adams added that efforts are 
being made to heighten 
awareness about "the legal 
Implications for journalists and 
writers In this country that will 
come out of a trial like this." 

The Canadian commercial 
press has, with some ex- 
ceptions, given iimited 
coverage to the case. Some 
editors contend that they 
haven't heard of the affair, 
while others assert that 
coverage of pre-trial testimony 
could lead to contempt of 
court. 

Robert Walker, assistant 
managing editor of The 
Gazette, told the Dally he knew 
nothing of the affair and said 
that his paper would wait until a 
judgement is reached before 
providing any extensive 
coverage. He added that at this 
point in time, "it sounds like 
many other court cases." 

According to Adams, the 
only reason his case has 
received any press is because 
"it became un unavoidabie 
issue for the newspapers. They 
had to deaf with it." 

The British press has ap- 
parently shown a greater in- 
terest in the case than the 
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Canadian media. Both The 
London Observer and The 
Manchester Guardian have 
written detaiied accounts of the 
suit. 

Yet in Adams’ eyes, the 
commercial press as a whole, 
be it British or American, is a 
sham. 

"The corporate structure has 
become so Inhibitive in recent 
years. One can see the quality 
of news and the way It is 
produced is getting more and 
more diluted and less and less 
controversial," he said. 

Adams is learning that 
controversy doesn’t come 
cheap. His legal fees have 
escalated, causing fund-raising 



groups such as the one spear- 
headed by the Centre for In- 
vestigative Journalism (CIJ) to 
spring up across the country. 

The RCMP has always 
proudly proclaimed that "they 
always get their man." Ian 
Adams, the CIJ and thousands 
of writers and non- 
professionals across the 
country would like to think 
otherwise. 

As this story went to press. 
The Dally learned that Ian 
Adams settled out of court this 
past weekend. He has been 
required to pay $30,000 and 
place a disclaimer In his novel, 
disassociating Bennett with 
the character 'S’. 
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promise and your concern 
would not depend on variable 
and arbitrary factors. If those 
members of your association 
and others like them who share 
In this hypocrisy and take great 
pride in their idealism and 
sensibility, would wish to 
demonstrate the sincerity of 
such emotion, they would do so 
by expressing their support for 
all oppressed peoples regar- 
dless of the political orien- 
tation of the oppressor.

Tomorrow McGill students 
will be offered a valuable op- 
portunity to speak out on four 
proposed reforms to the 
Students’ Society constitution. 
Each year students invest 
hundreds of thousands of 
dollars In the operation of a 
Students' Society on the 
assumption that It will servè 
their particular needs.

To Mr. Luc Drouin: 

I think it is safe to say that 
sometimes the word "free 
speech" becomes nothing 
more than a glorified concept 
under whose rubric real abuses 
are leveled. By abuses, I speak 
of Ideologies which are 
calculated to be destructive 
towards other members of 
society. By destructive, I speak 
of Ideologies which aim at 
eliminating a sector of society 
through oppression, expulsion, 
or genocide. For example, a 
group numbering almost 2 
million in Britain, known as the 
National Front, has through the 
medium of free speech, 
organized a growing and in- 
creasingly hateful group of 
whites whose ultimate goal is 
to wipe “the white man's 
burden” off the face of Great 
Britain. They use the excuse of 
free speech to slander non- 
whites. The rational free sh- 
ppech of which I speak is not 
authoritarian, nor is it defined 
in my own personal context. It 
is rational If It is directed by the 
framework within which society 
has defined Itself. In Britain, 
the right to life is equal. A free 
voice which poses a threat to a 
right to life for another segment 
of that society Is abusive, and 
in contravention of that 
society's freedom. 

As a law students, you are no 
doubt familiar with the laws 
concerning slander and libel. 
They are designed to protect 
the individual from damaging 
free speech. The laws of libel 
must draw a thin line between 
what is libelous to individuals 
in society, and what is 
legitimate free speech. To 
quote Louis Nizen 

Of all the remedies the law has 
fashioned to redress 
grievances, the libel law ranks 
among the noblest. It provides 
a Judicial means to salvage a 
person's dignity ... to 
recapture the esteem ... to 
restore the victim. Even truthful 
works can constitute a crime If 
they are maliciously designed 
to arouse passions which 
cause violence. . . truth doesn’t 
Justify everything. It too must 
accommodate Itself to the 
peace and safety of the 
community." 

Mr. Droulnn, by extension, 
should we not afford those 
same rights to groups in 
society as we do to Individuals? 
Should we not quell this 
menace of racism in society? 
Perverse liberalism uses the 
concept of free speech as a 
covenant under which 
destructive abuses can be 
levelled. A rational and in- 
telligent approach to free 
speech is one which upholds 
the right of groups in society to 
be sheltered from the 
illegitimate and harmful threats 
of others.

"British government was happy 
to sit back and let the Catholic 
communities be attacked.” In 



fact It was only through con- 
siderable pressure from the 
British Government that the 
Stormont Administration 
permitted troops to share 'law 
and order’ responsibilities with 
the overtly anti-Catholic 'B- 
Speclals' police group. 

Ijt was also stated that the . 
guns of 'Protestant murder 
squads' are British army issue. 
Such writing is not only linduly

Tomorrow, McGill students will be asked to approve the 
addition of a residence representative on tha students’ 
council and to pass several "housekeeping” amendments to 
the Students' Society constitution. 

These amendments are not as innocuous as they sound. 
Granted, the addition of a residence rep, or the restructuring 
of the Council VP’s job description will not have earth- 
shaking repercussions for most McGill students. 

The question of residence representation, however,. has 
become a burning issue for the 800-plus students who live in 
McGill's residences. Several councillors have argued 
against the proposal, saying residence students are already 
represented by their faculty representatives, and that the 
addition of a residence representative would give them a 
greater voice than they deserve. 

That this would give them Increased Influence is true, 
however, it is foolish to argue that this extra representation' 
is unnecessary. 

The typical McGill student comes to McGill for classes 
and the occasional Film Society movie; every night s/he gets 
on a bus and rides back to a wholesome, home cooked meal 
and a cozy suburban house. 

Residence students, on the other hand, seldom leave the 
university. The buildings they live in are owned by McGill; 
they therefore fall under McGill’s disciplinary code, 24 hours 
a day. THeir meals, if you can call them that, are amongst the 
highest priced in Canada (as are their residence rates). 

But in spite of their susceptibility to the administralton's 
whims, they are without representation on the central 
committee of McGill's student body. 

A Council seat in itself will not enable residence students 
to dramatically improve their living conditions. It will, 
however, give them ready access to council, whose plaintive 
cries for change are occasionally heard by the University 
administration. 

This initiative deserves the full support of the student 
body. A "yes” vote will not lessen council's effectivenesss; it 
will give residence students some badly needed clout. 

Council’s other initiatives are basically housekeeping 
measures designed to constitutionally enshrine practices 
already being followed. 

These changes are not controversial. They will not affect 
the lives of any students on campus, but they will make the 
jobs of our elected representatives a little easier to do, and 
therefore desenre our support.

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mention that the Provisional 
I.R.A. uses U.S., Chinese and 
Soviet arms. 

Flint describes the view that 
the I.R.A. and I.N.L.A. operate 
without the support of the 
Catholic community as a 
'myth.' The truth here is hard to 
know, but the evidence of 
border polls and voting pat- 
terns offers more support for 
this ‘myth* than the opposite 
view given of 'widespread 
support' for the Republican 
lighters. 

Lastly, the article states that 
the 'European Court of Human 
Rights testified to the fact that 
torture is used to extract 
confessions from detainees.' It 
did nothing of the sort. In fact it 
overthrew the finding of torture 
by the European Commission, 
and replaced it with one of guilt 
of "inhuman or degrading 
treatment." The difference 
under the European Convention 
on Human Rights is important. 

Therefore, while much of the 
article is accurate and fair, its 
effect Is spoiled by these and 
other misrepresentations and 
inaccuracies. This can only 
derogate from the overall force 
of the argument. Nobody is 
served, least of all the sup- 
pressed Catholic minority, by 
such an approach.

On the old SL-1 story 
To the Dally: 

After three seminars on the 
topic of nuclear energy (by 
representatives of the AECL, 
the CCNR, and R. Nader), only 
one (1) of which was favorable 
to nuclear energy, there was no 
need to print that letter by C. 
Green, especially since Its 
‘facts' are misleading. I am 
getting tired of the old SL-1 
accident story that the anti- 
nuclear people love to bring 
up whenever they get a chance. 
The SL-1 was a military project 
that had nothing to do with 
civilian powerplants, which Is 
what the AECL people were 
talking about. 

Stationary tow power reader 
no. 1, also known as SL-1, was 
an experimental military 
reactor built with substandard 
technology. Its general design 
being quite different from 
modern-day nuclear power 
reactors (for example, the core 
was not cooled by forced cir- 
culation of coolant). 

In any case, one does not 
have to be an expert to know 
that safety standards of the 
military are not nearly as 
stringent as those demanded of 
civilian projects. This Is evident 
from a few occurrences that 
could not have been covered- 
up, such as the accident that 
caused the total melting of the 
KIWI nuclear rocket engine, or 
the demise of the nuclear 
powered submarine USS 
THRESHER on April 10, 1963 
which killed 95 people, or the 
single fatality caused by ac- 
cidental assembly of a 
supercritical mass of fissile 
material during, spent-fuel 
reprocessing In • a . A-bomb 
manufacturing plant, or the 
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more recent (18 Sept. ’80) ac- 
cidental explosion at the Titan- 
2 missile silo in Damascus, 
Arkansas, which added one 
more fatality to a total of 55 
similar ones In subterranean 
silos. Besides, the US military 
say that the SL-1 Incident was 
found to have been a case of 
sabotage-suicide: a technician 
manually pulled a control-rod 
too - far out of the core 
(something that cannot be done 
at a commercial plant — the 
rods weight 1/2 ton) which 
caused a reactivity surge that 
resulted in a steam pressure 
rise which in turn lifted the core 
nine feet off the ground, killing 
the technician and two of his 
colleagues. Green’s descrip- 
tion of the intense radioactivity 
of the dead men does not seem 
to be based on any facts. 

Green's statement that no 
major (non-nuclear) energy 
sources threaten to damage 
future generations Is wrong and 
grossly irresponsible; burning 
the earth’s fossil fuels 
threatens to turn our planet into 
a hellish place like Venus, 
regardless of whether It's done 
In power plants, or smelters 
used to produce the huge 
amounts of material for a solar 
power plant which covers miles 
of terrain, and has to be 
overhauled after every 
hailstorm. 

Lastly, Green seems to be 
totally ignorant about nuclear 
technology: a meltdown such 
as may hypothetically be 
caused by a loss of coolant 
accident cannot cause the 
reactor core to “be thrown 
completely clear of the building 
by the ensuing steam ex- 
plosion”, for the simple reason 
that a leaky cooling system is 
Incapable of pressure buildup

The 
Greensboro verdict of not guilty, though constituting an act of 
savagery and revoltingly contemptuous of all civilized con- 
ceptions of fair justice. Is only one of the last links in a chain of 
events which have been taking place In the U.S. continously for 
at least the last three hundred years. But my concern here Is to 
took for a moment at the U.S. domestic human rights record for 
the last 20 months of the 48-month-Carter administration, in the 
light of Carter's much-publicized campaign abroad on the same 
subject.

in the same city of Miami, Larry Schockley, an 
unarmed Black man, was shot to death in cold 
blood In a warehouse by a White police of- 
ficer. Again, the long arm of the law deemed it 
unnecessary to Indict the murderer. 

A White Tampa policeman was acquitted In 
the murder of John Alexander. A Black 
motorist shot dead at point blank. The killer 
was let loose. 

On August 20, 1980, two young Black boys 
were shot and killed while walking thropgh a 
park with their girlfriends who were 
Caucasian. Nobody was charged for that 
because the long arm of .the law was again 
"busy elsewhere." 

In Buffalo, N.Y., In apparently random murders 
In late September '80, three Black men and a 
Black teenager were shot to death' within a 
period of 38 hours with the same .22 calibre- 
gun. Less than two weeks later, the brutally 
beaten and decomposed bodies of two black 
cab drivers were found in a ditch with the 
hearts ripped out. Although the law knew the 
Identities of the murderers from witnesses, 
again, the hoodlum criminals went free to 
continue their dirty work. 

An all-WhIte Miami jury convicted Dade 
County School superintendent Johnny Jones 
and Dade County Commissioner Neal Adams 
after some fantastic charges were brought 
against them. Both of them were Black. The 
presiding judge was only too happy to Impose 
both men with sentences immediately. 

Since the summer of 1979j at least 16 Black 
teenagers have been sadistically murdered in 
the Atlanta area. However, the mighty United

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“ Joy of Gay Sex” cooking up 
controversy in Manitoba

It started Innocently enough. 

A woman entered a Winnipeg 
bookstore looking for some helpful 
cooking tips from The Joy of Cooking. 

By mistake she was sold a copy of 
The Joy of Gay Sex. 

Opening the bookstore packa^ge at 
home, the woman was disturbed by 
what she discovered inside. 

Curiously leafing through the book, 
she found what she felt was distasteful 
material. 

Quickly she picked up the phone and 
dialed the Winnipeg Police Department 
who took her complaint. 

Les than a week later The Joy of Gay 



Press 

Upon leaving the store, Stein quickly 
called Winnipeg Police and complained 
he had been sold obscene material. 

A good plan, but it didn't work. 

Both Winnipeg dally newspapers ran 
front page stories telling how Stein was 
trying to force the province to prosecute 
and thus test the Crown council’s 
obscenity allegations In court. Unless 
they prosecuted, Stein said, the opinion 
of seven law school graduates would 
carry the power to effectively 
censor books In the province. 

Saying he "would 
not be forced 
to 
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Sex and its counterpart. The Joy of 
Lesbian Sex, were off the shelves in 
every bookstore in Winnipeg under 
threat of provincial prosecution for 
selling "obscene material." 

Thus began Canada’s most recent 
and perhaps most discriminatory case 
of book censorship by a provincial 
government. 

Immediately after the women’s 
complaint was received, Winnipeg 
police officers were sent to a local 
bookstore to purchase the two books. 

After a few days of reading through 
the books, senior Provincial Crown 
Attorney Wayne Myshkowski and six 
other Crown Councils decided the 
books, which contain sketches and 
descriptions, offended the "com- 
munity’s tastes and the bookstores 
could be successfully prosecuted." 

But Instead of prosecuting, the 
Province got Winnipeg Police, last May, 
to warn bookstores of Impending 
prosecution If the books were sold. 

Even though a Classic Bookshop 
manager was "astounded at the cen- 
sorship," her company, and others In 
the city, were unwilling to go to court 
over the issue and took the books off 
their shelves. 

Last year the Classic outlet In Ed- 
monton faced the same situation. In 
that case they went to court and, 
oespite winning the case. Incurred 
$30,000 in court costs. According to the 
company’s head office. It wouldn’t be 
worth It to go to court again in Win- 
nipeg. 

Enter Walt Stein. Stein is the head of 
the history department at the University 
of Winnipeg and he Is not proud of the 
dubious distinction Winnipeg has 
earned as the only city In Canada where 
the two homosexual books have been 
banned. 

Since the provincial attorney-general, 
Gerry Mercier, was unwilling to 
prosecute the bookstores for selling the 
books, Stein felt he would force their 
hand. He wanted to test the right of the 
Crown to rule on obscenity. He wanted 
to get the attorney-general’s depart- 
ment In court to try and prove the books 
were obscene. 

"That way," Stein said, "the Issue will 
be before the courts where it belongs, 
and not the arbitrary ruling of the at- 
torney-general’s department." 

So one day last May, Stein and a 
colleague entered a bookstore where 
the books had been taken off the 
shelves. Asking for the books in 
question, Stein was sold copies of each , 
by an employee who found them- 
stacked under a counter. • 



prosecute,” Mercier let the matter go, 
but kept Intact his warning to 
bookstores who dare sell the "ob- 
scene" books. 

To this day, the attorney-general has 
not prosecuted a single bookstore. But 
then again, since the warnings were 
served, not a single bookstore has tried 
to sell the books again. 

All seems to have worked out welt for 
the Crown. By deeming the books 
obscene, and then threatening to 
prosecute stores selling them. Mercier 
managed to have the book banned. And 
he didn’t even have to prove he was 
correct in calling them obscene. 

That was, of course, before group of 
Winnipegers put their heads together to 
figure out some way to fight Mercier’s 
actions. 

Opposition from gay and community 
groups across the city began growing 
when the police warnings were first 
given. 

Over 2000 people signed a petition 
calling on Mercier to either lift the 
censorship or else take the issue to 
court where the Issue could be fought 
out. 

The petition contends, first of all, 
censorship is ridiculous. "Adults 
should be free to read the literature of 
their choice and that the banning of 
these books from public sale con- 
stitutes a dangerous precedent of state 
Intervention In the public’s freedom of 
thought and expression," the petition 
said. 

But of equal Importance, the petition 
complains that "the actions of the 
attorney-general’s department are 
clearly discriminatory, they said, 
because books of a similar nature — 
The Joy of Sex and More Joy of Sex — 
have been allowed to remain on 
bookstore shelves. 

The only difference between these 
books and the ones banned Is that the 
former are for homosexuals whereas 
the latter are for heterosexuals. 

All four books are virtually Identical In 
format and approach. 

Even the traditionally conservative 
Winnipeg Free Press picked up on this 
point saying such discriminatory book- 
banning based on sexual preference 
"contributes to an atmosphere In 
Manitoba in which It becomes more and 
more unlikely that homosexuals can 
find even-handed Justice." 

The Free Press editorial went on to 
postulate that the Crown has attitudes 
which are decidedly antLhdmosexual. . 

’ 'Those attitudes/’, the.' Free Press' 
wrote, "help create the public aU 
mosphere which the Crown then cites 



to justify its own efforts at book- 
banning." 

The then-publishing Winnipeg 
Tribune also joined the ranks of those 
outraged by the government’s cen- 
sorship. 

They chastized the Crown and the 
local police for just warning the 
bookstores not to sell the books. In the 
Tribune’s eyes, the bookstores should 
have been charged and brought to court 
where a final decision on obscenity 
could be made. 

"That way," the Tribune said, "the 
police could not be questioned for the 
selectivity of their ideas on what kind of 
sex is obscene. 

"Instead," the newspaper lamented, 
"censorship has successfully and 
unfortunately been applied." 

Throughout the whole affair, the P.C. 
attorney-general Mercier has absolved 
himself of responsibility. 

"The Crown Is not attempting to act 
as a censor for publication for sale," 
Mercier claimed. 

He said the Crown Is merely warning 
bookstores that if they sell the books 
they will likely be charged with selling 
obscene material. According to Mercier, 
no bookstore has been ordered to 
remove the books. No bookstore. 
Mercier claims In defence, had the 
police come in and confiscate the 
books. 

Most people would say Mercier is 
quibbling over semantics. Mercier 



Crown knows it could never win an 
obscenity case In court. 

Mercier said no prosecutions have 
occurred because no bookstore in the 
city is selling the books any longer. 

If this is his reason. Mercier may be 
happy to know that this situation has 
changed recently. 

Early in November about 100 
demonstrators marched around the 
Manitoba legislature protesting the 
Crown’s bookbanning policy. A group 
from Liberation Books, an alternative 
Winnipeg store, participated in the 
demonstration while openly selling 
copies of the banned books. 

Since then. Liberation Books has 
been displaying the books on their 
shelves and doing a brisk business 
selling them. 

Although the bookstore claims they 
are not trying to entice the government 
to prosecute, bookstore members have 
expressed a desire to see the whole 
Issue go to court. 

But government sources Indicate the 
bookstore may never be prosecuted. As 
with Stein, the source said, the Crown 
won’t act if It feels It is being baited. 

"It’s quite a bizarre attitude," the 
source said. "It is like a cop who won’t 
arrest a murderer just because the 
murderer wanted to get caught. Murder 
Is murder, just as selling obscene 
material is selling obscene material. If 
Mercier thinks the books are obscene 
then he should prosecute Liberation

knows he doesn’t have to send the 
police to nab the books. He knows the 
costs of fighting the Crown’s opinion of 
the books In court Is prohibitive. 

No profit-maximizing bookstore 
would spend the money needed to 
prove Mercier wrong in court. 

The Tribune was not fooled by 
Mercier’s defence tactics. 

"It seems Incredible that books can 
be censored in this way," a Tribune 
editorial said, "and equally incredible 
that Mr. Mercier would claim that the 
Crown ‘was not attempting to act as a 
censor for publications for sale.’ What 
was It trying to do then?" 

It seems obvious. Why the Crown 
does not try to complete its censorship • 
bid by bringing thé Issue to court is still 
a mystery.

If the Crown does not prosecute, 
many people, including former 
Manitoba attorney-general Howard 
Pawley, feel a dangerous precedent will 
have been set. 

According to these people, the 
Crown’s actions make it plausible that 
the attorney-general’s department may 
deem any book as unacceptable, get 
police to threaten prosecution, and thus 
have the book banned without ever 
having to prove their case In front of a 
judge. 

For those who have a burning desire 
to see particular books knocked off the 
shelves this is very convenient. But for 
those who value a truly free press, and a ■ 
free circulation of thought, the whole ■ 
Winnipeg book-banning case will cause ' 
numerous nightmares.

A barbarity of cornmon oc- 
curence, practiced, and perpetuated 4q a country which 
solemnly and shamelessly boasts and glorifies Itself as the 
most democratic, liberal republic of all hitherto known 
democratic republics. A country which would not even hesitate 
to go to war to liberate allegedly oppressed foreign peoples 
from tyranny. 

This is-1980.The year 2000 Is a mere two decades away. But 
after throe centuries, U.S. Afro-Americans who account for the 
lion’s share in building their country are still denied their 
human and citizen rights. 

Frederick Douglass, the groat Black American slave 
abolitionist of the XIX century, told an American audience In 
1852: "What, to the American slave, is your 4th of July? The rich 
inheritance of Justice, liberty, prosperity and Independence, 
bequeathed by your fathers, Isshared by you, not by mo...To

liberty and equality, hollow mockery; your prayers and hymns, 
your sermons and thanksgivings, with all your religious, parade 
and solemnity, are, to hirn (the black slave) mere bombast, 
fraud, deception. Impiety, and hypocrisy — a thin veil to cover 
up crimes which would disgrace nation of savages...You Invite 
to your shores fugitives of oppression from abroad, honor them 
with banquets, greet them with ovations, cheer them, toast 
them, salute .them, protect them, and pour out your money to 
them like water; but the fugitives from your own land you ad- 
vertise, hunt, arrest, shoot, and kill... 

You declare before the world, and are understood by the 
world to declare that you "hold these truths to be self-evident, 
that, all men are created equal; and are endowed by their 
Creator with certain Inalienable rights; and that among these 
are life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness;" and yet, you hold 
securely. In a bondage which according to your own Thomas 
Jefferson, "Is worse than ages of that which your fathers rose 
In rebellion to oppose," a seventh part of the Inhabitants of 
your country." 

■ Although this speech was delivered 128 years ago Its 
meaning and powers are more valid than ever when applied to 
^he status of more than 30 million Afro-Americans In the Unltec^ 

Racism was the real motive behind the Greensboro massacre 
despite the press allegations to the contrary. It labled thel 
victims as “communists" thereby dismissing the incident as 
nothing more than a confrontation between two extremist 
Ideologies. The four Caucasian victims who were targeted by 
the Nazi hoodlums perhaps to discourage any further sympathy 
for the Black struggle from the part of that U.S. Caucasian 
segment that finds racism revolting. But as Abraham Lincoln 
said; 

"A house divided within Itself cannot stand; this 
nation cannot remain half free and half Slaves."

I have read with interest the 
Daily's coverage of issues 
relating to South Africa. I was 
particularly pleased to read 
about Mr. Clyde Sanger's ex- 
pose on Zimbabwe. How a 
handful of racist settlers in 
erstwhile Rhodesia allotted to 
themselves choisest land there 
to the exclusion of Africans.

Evasive rhetoric has done it 
again.

It raises up ghosts of the 
past, gives them the ap- 
pearance of contemporary 
reality, and Is too blind to see 
that they are but straw men. 
Name one missionary or 
mission organization that 
endorses the notoriety of which 
you accuse them. Quote one 
line of published strategy from 
a modern mission handbook 
that encourages forced con- 
version, cultural abandonment 
and other crimes you seem to 
know so much about. 

To return to the specific 
Ecuadorian situation. The 5 
martyrs of 1955 had preached 
no oppressive message of guilt 
— they never had an op- 
portunity to learn the language, 
let along preach to their Auca 
killers, they forced no-one to 
conversion — they themselves 
had no converts; indeed they 
did nothing a good McGill 
professor of anthropology 
would not have done. Their 
single offense was that they 
were foreign and hence a 
threat. And the threat was 
understandable; but it was no 
more real than had Robert 
Connath, with all his invective 
against Christian missions, 
been the first foreign and white

face the Aucas had seen. You, 
Robert, would have been fish 
food yourself. 

But enough of confrontation. 
There Is a real threat to the 
cultural stability and integrity 
of tribpi South America. You 
disdain it. So do I. But we see 
the threat in different places. 
Far more disintegrative and 
threatening to tribal society 
than modern missions is 
economic expansion. Work 
crews, whose only interest in 
jungle life is a fast buck, a 
chance to gel away from a 
festering marriage, or perhaps 
if more noble, a little adventure, 
are the Aucas' greatest ex- 
ternal liability. Supported by 
governments and businesses 
with purely economic and In- 
dustrial concern, hundreds of 
crews are penetrating the 
jungles with careless ease. 
Against this invasion we might 
have common cause. But let us 
be done with uninformed 
polemic and abandon such ill- 
disposed appeal to past 
notoriety as food for rhetoric. 
Modern organized missions Is 
no more to be implicated by 
those who went out in Hitler's 
name e(l'd like to see eavidence 
for that, though I'll admit to the 
possibility) than the modern 
medical profession by Hitler's 
confrere, Dr. Mengele, whose 
medical experiments grizzle 
even the cruel.

CHICOUTIMI — One thing that 
can be said about the Red- 
man's most recent hockey 
games Is that they certainly 
haven't lacked excitement. 
Both Friday night's 5-3 loss at 
Laval and Saturday's 7-7 tie 
with Chicoutimi kept the action 
going until the game's end. 

Before an intensely quiet 
crowd at Laval, the Rouge et Or 
took a 4-1 lead after two 
periods. McGill's goal had been 
scored in the first period by Tim 
Bossy who circled behind the 
net before flipping the puck 
past goalie Paul Maynard. 

The third period was where 
the game really came to life 
(though the Laval fans didn't). 
Larry Rush replaced François 
Grenier In net, allowing no 
goals In the period In his first 
appearance since October 29, 
when he suffered a 
sprained ankle. 

The period began with Laval 
being charged with a delay of 
game penalty. 

“Laval kept coming out late 
(for the start of each period)," 
explained McGill coach Ken 
Tyler, "so we got out onto the 
ice quick for the third period 
and they got the delay of game. 
We got a goal because of that 
too." 

And so the Redmen did, as at 
26 seconds into the period Ken 
Covo tipped in Gord Tanl's shot 
from the slot to make the score 
4-2, Laval. But it wasn't until 17 
minutes later that McGill 
closed the gap to one on an 
assisted goal by Tani, a slap- 
shot from the top of the circle. 

Then with less than a minute 
to go, McGill pulled their goalie 
in favor of an extra forward. 
Then Brad Field’s rebounding 
effort in front of the net 
seemingly produced the tying 
goal. But wait. The ref says it 
was kicked into the net and 
therefore It was no goal. 

The clock stood at 47 
seconds left in the game. The 
faceoff In the Laval end had the 
Rouge et Or's Serge Turcotte 
squaring off for Laval. Tyler, a 
coach who does his homework, 
called forTurcotte's stick to be 
measured for an Illegal curve.
